Health of the Farmer Mosti 


Be Guarded if He b to 
Feed Our Fighters. 


The eyes of the world today 


tnraed upon the fanner. He Is ex- 
pected to keep the nations supplied 
with food for the bodies of their fight- 
ing raen and at the same time to see 
that the uonflghters are fed ao they 
can back up the men In the trenches 
trith the necessities of life. 
But all too seldom do we hear any- 


one -worrying about his living condi- 
tions. The city -worker can turn to 
the health authorities, the housing 
commission or the various charity 
boards for aid In time of need, but 
the farmer. If sickness or misfortune 
comes, must fight It out for himself 
with the aid of the overworked fam- 
ily doctor, with his long miles of 
country to cover, -who is often called 
too late. Until recently little was 
being done to better these conditions. 


The Nursing Committee of the 


Council of National Defense end the 
TOTO and Country Nursing Service 
of the Red Cross, however, believe 
tnat It should concern the public 
deeply to keep the farmer la proper 
health and give him as far as possible 
equal advantages with the city resi- 
dent in health teaching and supervi- 
sion. Therefore they are urging the 
need of rural nurses to visit In farm- 
Ing communities and small towns and 
get close to the people, studying their 
needs and meeting them. 


The Town and Country Nursing
